You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Greenville  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March  next,  between  the 
hours  of  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  and  six  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon,  then  and  there  to  bring  in  your  ballots  for  the  following 
town  officers: 

Town  clerk  for  one  year;  one  selectman  for  three  years;  tax 
collector  for  one  year;  highway  agent  for  one  year;  water  com- 
missioner for  three  years;  cemetery  trustee  for  three  years;  library 
trustee  for  three  years;  two  auditors  for  one  year;  three  firewards 
for  one  year. 

Also  to  vote  on  the  following  question:  "Is  it  expedient  to 
revise  the  constitution?" 

The  polls  will  close  at  six  o'clock. 

And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  at 
the  same  place  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 


Article  1.     To  choose  all  necessary  officers  not  chosen  by  the 
Australian  ballot.

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Report  of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor 

The  relief  situation  in  Greenville  has  shown  a  gradual  im- 
provement during  the  year.  Due  to  improved  business  condi- 
tions, and  use  of  available  W.  P.  A.  and  other  projects  our  local 
relief  cases  are  confined  to  families  which  are  unable  to  take  part 
in  any  such  projects. 

The  county  cases  remain  constant.  All  the  clerical  work, 
reports,  orders,  etc.  have  to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  local  relief 
officer,  which  take  considerable  time,  even  though  the  bills  are 
paid  by  the  county. 

Old  age  assistance  is  showing  a  marked  increase.  There  were 
six  cases  in  this  category  a  year  ago  and  at  the  present  time  there 
are  ten,  a  gain  of  66  and  2-3  per  cent,  with  at  least  two  applica- 
tions more  pending.  Under  the  terms  of  a  federal  law  whereby 
the  town's  share  is  473/^  per  cent,  Greenville  is  committed  to  an 
annual  expense  of  $1,200,  which  must  be  paid.  In  anticipation 
of  more  applications  this  year,  I  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$1,500  for  old  age  assistance  alone. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  securing  these  various  projects,  putting  able  bodied  relief 
and  borderline  cases  to  work,  giving  the  two-fold  result  of  easing 
the  relief  load  and  at  the  same  time  improving  our  fire  and  water 
systems.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  this  plan  the  coming 
year.

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Report  of  Firewards 


During  the  past  year  the  Fire  Company  responded  to  two 
signal  alarms.  On  Dec.  5  a  wood  sawing  machine  outfit  was  on 
fire  on  Rocky  Avenue  and  Jan.  22,  the  call  was  for  a  chimney  fire  at 
the  home  of  Alexander  McLean.  The  damage  was  slight  in  both 
cases.  There  were  also  twelve  still  alarms  for  chimney  fires  in 
different  parts  of  the  town.  The  flood  of  last  March  damaged 
the  fire  water  system  in  various  places  necessitating  digging  up, 
repairing  and  replacing  pipes  and  valves  to  the  extent  of  several 
hundred  dollars.  The  Selectmen  obtained  an  allotment  of  cash 
to  be  used  in  WPA  work  and  assisted  very  materially  in  extending 
the  hydrant  line  on  River  Street.  About  900  feet  of  pipe  were 
laid  and  one  hydrant  installed.  The  second  hydrant  will  be  placed 
in  position  after  the  frost  has  left  the  ground. 

The  Fire  truck  and  other  equipment  is  now  in  the  new  town 
building  basement  where  the  quarters  are  very  convenient.

We  herewith  submit  the  following  report: 

We  regretted  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  Bennett,  who 
accepted  a  more  advanced  position,  but  were  fortunate  to  secure 
the  services  of  Edna  Wright  LaPierre,  whose  qualifications  and 
recommendations  were  outstanding  among  all  the  applicants. 
Three  full-time  teachers  have  been  employed  and  this  has  proved 
more  satisfactory  than  the  plan  tried  last  year. 

Special  programs  were  presented  each  day  of  National  Edu- 
cation Week.

A  series  of  current  event  lectures  is  being  conducted  by  Miss 
Dorothy  Lee  Bixby,  B.A.  of  Groton,  Mass.  This  is  sponsored  by 
the  graduating  class. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Hannant  won  first  prize  and  Myron  Whitney 
third  in  the  prize-speaking  contest  sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion  and  Auxiliary  in  their  Americanization  program. 

Graduating  exercises  were  held  in  the  Federated  Church  when 
a  class  of  eight  received  diplomas. 

There  are  thirty-seven  pupils  in  high  school,  six  of  whom  will 
graduate  in  June.  We  expect  forty-two  will  be  enrolled  next  year, 
which  accounts  for  the  large  amount  of  tuition  called  for  in  the 
budget.  As  the  law  requires  free  transportation  for  all  pupils 
under  fourteen  years,  we  must  increase  our  appropriation  for  this 
item. 
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Mrs.  LaPierre,  in  cooperation  with  other  interested  people, 
has  organized  a  Young  People's  Social  Club.     Its  purpose: 

1.  To  develop  an  interest  in  high  school  age. 

2.  To  make  Greenville  high  school  conscious. 

3.  To  create  interest  in  needs  of  young  people  of  Greenville, 
e.g.: 

a.  Young  People's  club-room. 

b.  Dramatic  club. 

c.  Aesthetic  training  in  social  needs. 

d.  Athletic  team  for  wholesome  competition. 

e.  Field  trips  for  broader  vision. 

We  were  glad  to  cooperate  with  the  sponsors  of  the  P.  W.  A. 
sewing  project,  by  granting  them  the  use  of  the  so-called  manual 
training  room.  This  activity  has  given  employment  to  several 
needy  women  and  would  have  been  abandoned  because  of  gov- 
ernment regulations  concerning  working  conditions  if  a  suitable 
place  had  not  been  secured. 

The  school  board  thanks  Mr.  Louis  Boisvert  who  provided  a 
radio  on  Election  Day,  enabling  the  pupils  to  hear  the  President's 
inaugural  address.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenville: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Supervision 

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  general  plan  of  super- 
vision from  that  of  previous  years.  The  results  of  the  standard- 
ized tests  are  used  with  more  effectiveness  as  we  gain  in  the  under- 
standing of  the  meaning  of  test  results  and  methods  of  utilizing 
them  to  improve  instruction.  The  outstanding  illustration  of  this 
gain  the  past  year  is  in  the  fields  of  Reading  and  Spelling.  When 
tests  showed  weakness  in  the  reading  skills,  and  particularly  in  the 
knowledge  of  exact  meaning  of  words,  we  shifted  the  emphasis  in 
methods  of  teaching  reading  to  meet  the  situation.  This  weak- 
ness carried  over  also  into  spelling  abilities,  and  we  have  made  a 
change  in  the  spelling  system,  introducing  a  new  type  of  textbook 
which  is  a  combination  of  spelling  and  word  study.  These  have 
been  in  use  approximately  two  months  and  the  improvement  in 
spelling  is  noticeable  already  by  comparison  with  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding months.  Standardized  tests  in  the  spring  and  next  fall 
will  indicate  the  extent  to  which  we  have  overcome  the  weaknesses, 
and  will  point  the  way  to  future  procedure. 

Teachers  and  Salaries 

The  surplus  of  qualified  teachers  which  existed  during  the 
years  of  the  depression  has  very  largely  disappeared.  There  is 
almost  a  scarcity  of  good  primary  teachers  and  no  more  than  the 
normal  surplus  of  upper  grade  teachers.  This  situation  has  ac- 
celerated the  rate  at  which  teachers'  salaries  are  being  restored  to 
their  former  levels,  from  the  reduced  salaries  that  prevailed  in  the 
past  five  years. 

School  Organization 

The  distribution  of  pupils  in  the  various  grades  was  such  that 
in  September  we  organized  with  the  first  four  grades  in  the  Pri- 
mary Room,  grades  five  and  six  in  the  Intermediate  Room,  and 
grades  seven  and  eight  in  the  Grammar  Room.     Mrs.  Edna  W. 
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LaPierre  was  engaged  upon  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Bennett,  and  Mrs.  Clara  Trumbull,  who  was  a  helping  teacher 
last  year,  was  engaged  as  the  regular  teacher  for  the  intermediate 
grades. 

The  probable  enrollment  next  year  is  such  that  we  believe 
the  best  organization  will  be  with  the  first  three  grades  in  the  Pri- 
mary Room,  grades  four,  five  and  six  in  the  Intermediate  Room, 
and  grades  seven  and  eight  in  the  Grammar  Room,  giving  a  fairly 
equal  number  of  pupils  to  each  teacher.  If  we  should  attempt 
to  organize  with  two  teachers  I  think  we  should  have  the  same 
problems  arise  that  we  had  last  year  for  there  will  be  approximately 
thirty  children  in  the  four  upper  grades. 

Budget 

The  budget  submitted  calls  for  an  assessment  of  $9,138  as 
compared  with  $8,900  called  for  last  year.  The  items  in  which 
the  estimate  is  larger  than  last  year  are  Teachers'  Salaries  due  to 
reasons  indicated  above,  and  High  School  Tuitions  due  to  the  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils  attending  high  school. 

Health 

The  medical  inspection  of  both  Public  and  Parochial  Schools 
was  made  by  Dr.  McLean  in  October.     He  reports  as  follows:

Since  no  nurse  is  employed  for  follow-up  work,  no  record  is 
kept  of  the  corrections  made.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  in  all 
cases  where  defects  are  found,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be  very 
much  corrective  work  done.  Most  of  the  defects  reported  each 
year  could  be  removed  very  readily,  the  health  of  the  children 
affected  would  be  improved  and  their  efficiency  increased.  In 
my  opinion,  a  community  owes  it  to  its  children  to  make  pro-
